tion as the Legislative Memorial gives to it 
As this is a subject upon which the Church 
anthorities have ilways laid « great deal of 
stress, whereby many, as we think, have been 
greatly. misled, we propéée to examine it a 
little further. Phe people are continually told 
by their religious teachers that the Anti-Po- 
lygamy Act is violative of this clause in the 
Sonstitution, and henee men and women, who 


the Jand, licedlessly and unWittingly under 
sueb teachings are induced to yush imto plu- 
sality. Having full faith in the legal acumen, 
of their teachers, they believe they are but ex- 

ercising their constitutional rights, when they 
‘dig-+gard the law of Congress, and practically 
eabracé- Polygamy. We have already said 
that that Amendiment to the Constitution was 
placed there to prevent the establishment of a 


» union between Church and State, the evils 
of which history and experience had shown. 
We design to quote briefly from a recognized 
authority on this subject. In the 2d volume 

_ of Story’s Commentaries on the Constitution, 
page 378, discussing that clause prohibiting 
“religions tests,” we find the following lan- 

. “This clause is not introduced merely for 
ihe purpose of satisfying the scruples of many 
respectable persons, who feel an invincible 
to any religious test or affirma- 
fron. . It had « higher object; to cut off forever 
every pretence of an alliance between Church 
and State in the National Government. The 
framers of the Constitution were fully sensible | 
of the dangers from this source, marked out | 
in the history of other ages and countries, and 
aot wholly unknown toour own. They knew 
that bigotry was .unceasingly vigilant in its 
stratagems: ovor the human mind, and that 
iutoleranes. was,ever ready to arm itself with 
all the terrors of the civil power to extermi- 
nate those who donbted its dogmas, or reniated 
its infallibility.”
